to Washington, and 
his correspondence with the Secretary 


of the Intejlor relative to land matters 
and to the Kohala ditch bill. 
Boyd's report shows that 
0,599 acres 


were taken up In the Territory during 
the year under the right 
to purchase 


lease, 
while 
13C acres were settled by 
homesteaders. 
Nearly all of this land 
was In Hllo, Puna, Kona, Kau, Kohala 
and Hamakua, and Is an Increase over 
the previous year. 
In 
his 
report 
Commissioner 
Boyd 
says: 


Most of the lands taken up, as rep- 
resented 
In above table, were In Olaa. 
The demand for homesteads 
In Olaa Is 
surprising, 
and we are supplying the 
demand as fast as the nature 
of the 
land and roads will permit. 
And It Is 
hoped that the remaining lots In this 
section will be opened 
up at an early 
day; In fact, It has been practically so 
decided. 
, 
The advent of the Hllo 
Railway 
In 
this 
region 
largely 
accounts 
for 
the 
demand, where heretofore transporta- 
tion was a considerable Item and some- 
times 
an 
Impossibility; 
which 
was 
largely 
responsible for the failure 
of 
former 
homesteaders, 
has 
now 
been 
practically eliminated, and attendant to 
the present progress 
shown 
by home- 
steaders in Olaa. 
I have great faith that farming

Tho report of Attorney General Dolo 
of the work In his department 
up to 
January 1st, when his connection with 
tho office was ended, 
has been submit- 
ted to Governor Dole. 
Mr. 
Dolo 
makes 
several 
Important 
recommendations, 
one of which Is that 
nil ofilcers of the government bo bond- 
ed, tho becond to do away with a grand 
jury In tho consideration of potty 
of- 
fenses. 
Ho refers also to tho Osakl 
Mnnklchl case and to tho great increase 
In the amount of crime In tho Territory 
within tho past eighteen months. 
At- 
tention la paid also to tho various 
em- 
bezzlements. 
Referring 
to tho need 
of now 
legis- 
lation Mr. Dolo says: 
"In this connection 
I agnln wish to 
recommend legislation which scorns 
to 
mo a matter of great public Import- 
ance. 
Tho 
Fifth 
Amendment 
to tho 
Constitution 
of tho Unltod 
States 
de- 
clares that: 'No person shall 
bo held 
to answer 
for a capital or otherwise 
infamous 
crime unless 
upon 
present- 
ment or indictment of a grand Jury, ex- 
cept in cases arising In tho land or na- 
val forces, 
or In tho militia, when In 
actual service In time of war or public 
danger.' 
It lias been settled by numer- 
ous judicial decisions that any offense 
which may or can bo punished by loss 
of civil rights, or by imprisonment at 
hard labor for a term 
exceeding 
one 
year. Is an infamous offense. 
Various 
offenses classed as misdemeanors under 
the Republic and Monarchy and 
ordi- 
narily 
punished 
by a small fine or a 
short term 
of imprisonment, can, 
un- 
der our laws, ho punished by imprison- 
ment at hard labor not exceeding two 
ears with loss of civil rights.

ho must 
bo indicted by a grand jury and tried 
by a petit jury, 
iliusy 
men 
who are 
public spirited enough to willingly sac 
rifice 
their 
tlmo to tho 
government 
when necessary, complain, and jitBtly 
complain, that ltMs an imposition to bo 
compelled 
to sit day after 
day and 
week after week, hearing these trivial 
cases. 
Yet, with tho law as it now 
exists, tliero Is no help for them.- - 
It Is 
almost equally burdensome 
upon 
wit- 
nesses. 
It congests tho court 
calen- 
dars 
In Honolulu, an 
even In other 
circuits, to such an extent that it Is 
almost 
Impossible 
for men litigating 
thoir civil rights on thc law sldo of tho 
court 
to obtain 
a hearing. 
It adds 
greatly to tho burdens of tho Judiciary 
and tho Attorney General's department, 
and it unnecessarily 
nnd largely 
in- 
creases tho expenses of both of these 
departments. 
I bellovo 
It Is also an 
Injustice to a person accused of a minor 
offenso to set this unwleldly and 
pon- 
derous 
machinery 
in 
motion 
ngalnst 
him, when ho might, at a comparatively 
small cost of time and trouble, have a 
prompt trial 
before- a district 
magis- 
trate, with tho right of appeal to a Jury 
It he desires it. 
It Is fiirthcrinote 
un 
lnjtistlco from tho fact that, as tho law 
now stands, 
oven 
though 
ho 
Is fined 
only a dollar or lmprisoiied ohly for a 
day, 
ho can never voto or hold olllco 
unless ho Is pardoned by the Governor. 
I also bellovo that tho public Is better 
protected 
Irom eiimo where justice 
Is 
speedy and sure and puulsliinents are 
comparatively light, than 
where It Is 
slow, cxpenslvo and uncertain, and tho 
offender, 
If convicted Is moro severely 
dealt with. 
I recommend 
a carofttl 
lovislon by tho legislature 
of tho pun- 
ishments prescribed for minor offenses,

What shall be dono with Lahainaluna 
Seminary Is a question which promises 
to occupy tho attention 
of tho Legis- 
lature, and tho outcomo Is to ho watch-o- d 
with interest not only by tho friends 
of that Institution, but ns well by peo- 
ple of Honolulu, for thero promises to 
ho a sldo issue In regard 
to it which 
will mako tho question a livo one all 
tho way. 
Principal 
Reeves, 
of 
Lahainaluna, 
has evolved ft plan for tho remaking of 
tho school, which has drawn to It many 
warm advocates. 
Taking up tho act of 
I8S0, which provides for an appropria- 
tion of $15,000 
for tho first year, and 
thereafter 
of an lncrcaso of 
? 1,000 a 
year until 
d maximum of 
$25,000 
Is 
reached from tho national treasury, tho 
advocates of tho school havo decided to 
.tsk tho legislature to provldo for tho 
establishment 
In plnco of tho old school 
of an agricultural 
college at Lahaina- 
luna. 
For this purposo tho standard 
pt tho school 
must 
bo raised end tho 
incutiy piacoa 
at such a lovel as will 
mako tho collcgo worthy of the name. 
Bamuol Kelllnol will 
mnko tho fight 
for tho Improvement of tho school, as 
ho says thoro must be" something dono 
as the continuance of tho institution 
on Its present basis seems Impossible 
and it should bo mado hotter. 
There 
is involved another question, as under 
tho deed of gift tho grounds aro to 
re- 
vert to the estate of tho donor, when 
they ceaso 
to bo used 
for school 
pur- 
poses, and the water supply of Lahalna 
depends 
on the maintenance 
of 
tho 
school there. 
Tho project will meet with 
strong 
objections 
owing 
to 
tho fact 
of tho 
comparative Isolation of Lahalna, when 
considered In connection with tho capi- 
tal. 
Thero Is In no other territory an 
agricultural 
experiment 
station 
main- 
tained apart from tho agricultural 
col- 
lege, and tho object which 
Is behind 
tho general 
plan, 
In 
tho opinion 
of 
many, is to havo tho experiment 
sta- 
tion taken 
away from Honolulu and 
placed in connection with tho agricul- 
tural 
college, 
if ono 
is established at 
Lahalna. 
This, in tho opinion of many 
of thoso who have followed 
tho Inter- 
esting and vnluaulo work of Director 
Smith, would bo exceedingly detriment- 
al to progress and might lnvolvo In the 
end its being transferred 
to the school, 
which would destroy Its value In con- 
nection with federal government insti- 
tutions. 
Thero has 
been 
expressed tho foar 
that thero would bo such an absorp- 
tion, and the Livo Stock Association 
has had tho matter 
considered 
by a 
commltteo, with tho result that 
tho 
lawyers on It havo decided that thoro 
need not bo sch diversion of funds. 
Tho 
members of tho association 
feol 
however, thnt there 
could 
bo no such 
establishment 
at Lahainaluna 
without 
endangering 
tho work, and they will 
stand for an agricultural 
college 
hero, 
If such can ho secured. 
Thero is now a committee 
of Oahu 
Collcgo trustees 
considering 
tho 
ques- 
tion of Incorporating 
this branch into 
the curriculum there, the fact .that tho 
pchool has tho room, tho dairy and tho 
laboratory being strong points In favor 
of such a development. 
In caso this 
Is 
decided 
upon, the making

Differences Between Members of the 
Lower House Are Adjusted 
and 
Agreement 
Reached- - 
Kumalae

white winged and radiant, settled over the Republicans 
PEACE,night after four hours of hard work in joint caucus pi the 
members of the Republican Committee, Senators and members 
of the House, and with the opening of the session of this morning there 
will remain no trace of the differences between the 13 and the 7, and 
the work of the session will go on with that speed and Clarity which has 
been forecast in the preliminary caucuses. 
The differences between the two camps in the majority party of the 
House found their maximum yesterday morning when the men who 
thought themselves 
flouted by the 13, joined with the Home Rulers and 
elected F. W. Beckley as chairman of the house. 
This was resented by 
the members who voted for Kumalae, the man nominated by the Re- 
publican caucus, they declaring that they would not again go into a 
caucus, and that they would act independently during the session. 
This extreme view however gave way under the arguments in favor 
of peace and a modus was reached which will result this morning in the 
complete readjustment of the House. 
Speaker Beckley 
will resign, 
ac- 
cording to the outlook, this morning, and the House will then proceed 
to choose a personnel from among the members of the majority party. 
The names on the list show that there has been a general agreement for 
compromise between the members of the party, that the differences of 
the past have been forgotten, or forgiven, and that from this time there 
shall be only unity of purpose. 
After the adjournment of the House, which took place as soon as 
the election of Speaker Beckley was accomplished, there were many ex- 
cited meetings of members and leaders of the party. 
Kumalae was 
in- 
sisting that,Uie action of the seven who voted for Beckley read them out 
of the party and was met by the reciting of precedents when party men 
refused to be bound by a caucus agreement, which was made use of by 
a majority of its members to come into it with a secret pact. 
This was 
denied 
by Kumalae, who insisted that his friends simply met to take 
stock of their strength, and that there was no agreement to stand 
to- 
gether on any other point. 
The Republican Executive Committee met at 
1 o'clock in the after- 
noon but adjourned without action other than to call the meeting for the 
evening and to provide that it should be the especial care that the Kuma- 
lae men were invited and secured in attendance. 
Then there was a meet- 
ing of House, for the purpose of considering committee places, but there 
was not a sufficient attendance and by mutual consent the whole thing 
went over until the evening meeting. 
At that time there was a full attendance of the members of the three 
sides to the council. 
When the meeting was called to order statements 
of the positions of the various parties to the House action were made. 
The good offices of the Republican 
Committee were used for the purpose of bringing together the members 
of the low.cr house and securing their adherence to a peace program. 
They were at this for two hours, and finally there was a decision that 
the past should be forgotten. 
Kumalae thought 
he should have an 
apology, but this was waived in the interest of peace. 
The modus arranged, the Senators and committeemen retired and 
then the question of how to organize came up, and was fought out in a 


two-hou- rs 
session. 
The slate, was agreed upon, though not until there 
had been some rather spirited argument. 
As it is there will remain no 
trace of the temporary organization, as the new names will provide for 
all the places. 
There is no doubt felt but that Beckley 
will withdraw

ugulnst J. W. Pratt, assessor and

nolulu, ax a test case on the validity of 
the Hawaiian Income tax. 
This brings 
to

struggle 
against the tax measure which was en- 
acted by the Territorial 
Legislature 
In 
the spring session 
of 1901. 
In 
1S9C the Legislature of the republic 
ot Hawaii enacted a statute 
Imposing 
an income 
tax of 
1 per cent nnnunlly 
with 
the 
provision 
that 
Incomes 
not 
exceeding $2,000 should be exempt, while 
tho'se 
not 
exceeding 
$1,000 
should 
be 
taxed 
only 
on the excess 
over 
J2.000, 
and Incomes 
exceeding 
Jt.000 should be 
assessed without exemption. 
By the enactment 
of the Territorial, 
Legislature 
In lflOl the old measure was 
radically changed. 
An

Three New Burg- 
lars Are Sent 
to Prison. 


(From Thursday's dally.) 
Yesterday was another 
bad day for 
criminals 
In tho first 
circuit 
court. 
Georgo Summers, convicted of burglary 
In tbo first degree, received a ten years' 
sentence, and 
two Chinese wero each 
given three years 
for attempted 
bur- 
glary. 
Summers is tho man who attempted 
to rob tho Scott residence in Manoa 
valley, and who was caught in tho act 
by Sheriff Chilllngworth. 
Joe, a Porto 
RIcan 
boy, 
was 
tho 
principal witness against Summers. He 
testified that 
he 
became 
acquainted 
with Summers while 
both 
were 
In 
Oahu 
prison 
together. 
The day 
be- 
fore tho burglary 
the defendant came 
to him, and asked his assistance in tho 
robbery of a certain residence in llanoa 
valley. 
He consented and thereupon 
informed Chilllngworth 
of the contem- 
plated crime. 
Tho 
officer then went 
to Mr. Scott nnd Informed him of tho 
proposed robbery 
of 
his 
residence, 
then got the keys and with Officer 
Re-ne- ar 
concealed himself in the house to 
await tbo 
coming 
of 
the 
burglar. 
Promptly 
on time Summers appeared 
with the Porto Rican, and as he enter 
ed the house was met with a blow from 
a bludgeon In the hands of the sheriff. 
There was no defense put in, simply 
a request for an instruction that 
rob-bei- 
y, 
where there 
had 
been 
previous 
knowledge of tho crime, constituted 
no 
offense. 
This 
instruction 
Judge 
De 
Bolt tefused, 
and a verdict of guilty 
was returned 
immediately. 
Summers 
was sentenced 
to prison for a term of 
ten years. 
CHINESE 
BURGLARS. 
Tho burglary committed by the Chi 
nese had considerable of the same ele 
ments as that charged 
against 
Sum- 
mers, which the attorney 
for the Chi- 
nese, F. M. Brooks, referred 
to as an 
"opera'bouffe" crime. 
Kong Chee and 
Tai Sing were alleged to have attempt- 
ed to rob a tailor shop on Bcretania 
street. 
Again 
Sheriff 
Chilllngworth 
had received advance notice of the con 
templated 
crime, and caught tho two 
Chinese as they wore boring holes in 
the door. 
Both wx re placed under ar- 
rest. 
The principal 
witness testified 
that the men had 
como 
to him and 
asked to get them a hack and told him 
of the Intended 
robbery, 
whereat 
ho 
informed the police. 
The defendants 
told an improbable 
story 
In defense. 
TijJy claimed that they had been "to the 
Chinese theater with this witness and 
remained until twelve at night, when 
they repaired to an opium joint. 
La- 
ter they were Invited by tho witness 
to his home, and when they ariived at 
tho tailor shop were told that he had 
lost tho key. 
He produced a brace and 
bit, however, and 3aid he would 
havo 
to saw out the lock. 
They denied all 
complicity with the crime. 
Tho jury 
returned a terdict of guilty, and each 
of the men was sentenced to prison for 
a term cf three jears. 
One of them 
offered to go back to China if permitted 
to do so, but Judge Do Bolt stated that 
he bad no authority to allow this.
